Kennedy said he expects to get the 
general grading and widening start- 
ed before long and also expects to 
begin hauling rock for part of the 
road base In another week. 

His company is bringing In two 
rock cruahera to Jiegln preparing 
materials Xor the fetcr construction 
stages. The crushers will ba located 
nine miles south of Hansen. Ono will 
be used to prepare chips for the fintl 
road surface and the other will start 
work on gravel for the oil mat. 

In building the actual roadwaTi

WASHINQTON, Morrh IT W1 — 
Rep. W. Sterling Cole, R.. N. Y., 
chalnwnn ol the senate -houae atom- 
ic energy committee, anld Inst night 
the United States hns the hydrogen 
bomb and can deliver It nnywhere in 
the world. 

This was the first otflclnl confir- 
mation that this country poMcsaea 
n dpllvprnble hydrogen bomb. Pre- 
vious alatementa have referred only 
to a "hydrogen device." 

Colo made the statements during 
a televised program. Ho was Inter- 
viewed by Democratic Eeps.

It Is a "fair sssumptloD," Cole said, 
that Russia also has a hydrogen 
bomb. He said:

"Yes," Cole replied, "If we have 
bases close enough to the target." 

Then he added that "we hav(j 
planea that can carry any weapon 
we have (o any part of the world" 
from overseas ha^ea. He eald there 
are no American planes capable ot 
carrying weapons nonstop around 
the world. 

American military officials have 
said their present global network of 
advanced alrbases would permit 
modem aircraft to hit all main So- 
viet targets. 



Labor Pact Is 
OK'dby'Ike' 

WABHINOTON, March 17 W — 
President Elsenhower signed Into law 
Tuesday new legislation covering Im. 
portatlon of Mejtlcan labor. 

He stressed In an accompanying 
statement that the basic purpose ot 
the now law Is to assure migrant 
Mexican labor the protection of U. 
S. laws. 

The United States and Mexico last 
week negotiated an agreement on 
migrant labor. Mr. Elsenhower said 
ttie day may come when the two 
eavemmEnts decide that a fonnal 
agreement on the subject Is no long- 
er necewary but that appropriate ac- 
tion 'by each wlthlh its own'*countrr 
Is still essential.

Care of Your Children 

By ANGELO PATRl 



In selecting the matter that wo 
hope win educate children we have 
a thought toward the iwe they will 
make of It tn time lo come. Usually 
we Umlt the subjects to what we 
terra "practical." The girl learns 
to sew, cook< manage a housenold. 
rear children, and the boy learns a 
trade or profession and his les- 
soiu are pointed toward these ends. 
Consciously, or otherwise wo teach 
children the material values to be 
found In their lives and give the 
spiritual ones less attention. 

Now, when the crisis comes In a 
person's lite, aa come It must, In 
"nuiEar.in doubtT-hrgrlef, or loss, the 
material things tall and It no spirit- 
ual v&IucB have been born within 
him. he Is bereft Indeed. Given the 
sustaining strength ot the spirit he 
rises above disaster and triumphs 
over the wor.'it lite can do ta him. 

The adult.1 who have the future 
strength and happlne&s of children 
In their hands have a pressing duty 
here. To mstlU In children the Idea 
that they cannot live by " bread 
alone," but must have, along with 
the bread, the overtones ot the 
power that makes "bread" possible, 
a reverence for the unseen, a faith 
In what they hope for. They must 
have, too, the understanding that 
enables them to make correctly the 
Inevitable choice between right and 
wrong. For this and for much more, 
they require sound instruction. 

It teems almost Incredible that a 
young person of tine Intelllsence 
can aWj "I never rend the Bible," 
lor another one to say, "I know 
noUiIng about history, really, I 
majored In another subject." In- 
credible, but true, that a young 
man should say. "I never read any 
poetry. In school we learned a few 
lines ot one or two poems. I wasn't 
Interested, you see." Somewhere, 
someone tailed these children, so In 
their early maturity Ihay felt empty, 
empty of Bomelhlng tliey vaguely 
felt thry needed.

Meanwhlloi one of his crewa la 
busy dismantling the bridge over 
Dcadman's gulch while highway 
traffic Is using part of the fill which 
eyentualJy wHI a four-Jono high- 
way, , 

The dismantled bridge will be 
stored at the state highway yards 
here for possible later use. He ex- 
pects the dismantling to be complet- 
ed within the next 10 days. 

Alter It Ifl out of the way, crewa 
wiU begin filling the other half of 
tha gulch. 

The same process will be used on 
Rock oreek canyon. Half the fill over 
culverts underneath the highway will 
be brought up to the highway level 
and traffic detoured over it while the 
bridge is torn down. The remainder
